forcem ent here. Chief A. G. K ett­ 
m ann said yetserday th at 
the 
sum m er m onths this year—and 
in years to come—are not going 
to see the dearth of autom obiles 
on the m ain streets th at past 
years have seen. 
He pointed out that the high­ 
w ay im provem ents on both sides 
of the Village are going to divert 
more through traffic up and down 
Palm Canyon drive than hereto­ 
fore and saw a doubly dangerous 
situation as a result.

mer, Villagers may be inclined to

With a sm aller force on his

departm ent, 
the 
chief said that a strict w atch 
would have to be m aintained to 
enforce the laws which, in the 
main, prevent the serious acci­ 
dents—speeding, failure 
to ob­ 
serve boulevard stops, turning in 
the middle of the block, failure 
to signal and laxness in driving 
or backing out of driveways. 


"BECAUSE it is sum m er, m any 
are inclined to relax all precau­ 
tions and go back to the old days 
w hen a U turn in the 200 block 
or a breeze into the drive w ith ­ 
out looking wouldn’t bother an y ­ 
one.

"Elim ination of the danger point 
on Highway 111 east of C athedral 
City, the new road from the north 
and the increasing use of Ramon 
road as an artery into the city, 
has made a difference on Palm 
Canyon drive besides the increase 
in sum m er population. 
“And speaking of Ramon road 
—th at’s another growing danger 
point. School is not in session so 
the 15-mile law does not apply 
now but there are a lot of chil­ 
dren in th at neighborhood, and 
the crowds going to the Field 
Club are getting larger and will 
continue to get larger all sum ­ 
mer, so the street is becoming as 
great a traffic artery as Palm 
Canyon drive. 


"EXTRA CARE is necessary in 
th at area to prevent serious acci­ 
dents, several of w hich have a l­ 
ready been recorded.”

School Nurse Has Busy Time 


Handled 379 First Aid Cases During 


Year at High School, Report Reveals 


The annual report of Miss Catherine Khury submitted to 
the high school trustees last week shows that, although she 
spends but one hour daily at the local high school, her time 
is completely occupied while there. During the school year 
Miss Khury took care of 379 first aid cases at the high school, 
had health conferences with 96 students, conferred with 23 
parents and made eight home calls, conducted 112 hearing 
tests, made 117 vision tests, supervised the taking of 89 X-ray 
pictures, and referred 15 cases to doctors and 20 to dentists. 


This is only p art of th e w ork 
done in the high school by the 
school nurse, according to P rin ­ 
cipal E. E. O ertel. “We ask her 
m any tim es to check on absence 
excuses, to consult w ith teach­ 
ers on physical education excuses, 
and to take care of m any other 
routine duties. Miss K hury, de­ 
spite her nearly full-tim e assign­ 
m ent to the elem entary grades, 
alw ays 
seems 
to find tim e to 
work painstakingly on problem s 
relating to the health program of 
the high school. She is one of 
our m ost cooperative w orkers,” 
the principal said. 


LOOKING FORWARD to serv­ 
ice in the new unified district, 
Miss K hury is recom m ending to 
the governing board to supply to 
the 
health supervision 
d ep art­ 
m ent a part-tim e doctor, coordi­ 
nator, and secretary. She would 
like to have a regularly licensed 
physician employed oart-tim e by 
the school district to exam ine all 
s t u d e n t s w ho participate in 
strenuous physical activities at 
school and to act as consultant 
in cases relating to eligibility for 
home tutoring, in difficult cases 
for exclusion and re-adm ittance, 
and for verifying the nurse’s find­ 
ings as to physical defects for 
referrals and corrections. 
The school nurse would like to 
have the assistance of a coordi­ 
nator interested in health educa­ 
tion w ho could check w ith teach­ 
ers on health education in all 
grades. P art-tim e services of a 
secretary or clerk are requested 
to assist 
in recording d ata on 
physical inspections, to m arshal 
children in preparation for vision 
and hearing and other tests, and 
to help take care of th e paper 
work incident to the conduct of 
an effective public school health 
program.

Irresponsible Drivers Face Grief 


M otor Vehicle Director Says New Law 


Effective July I, Clear on Suspensions 


California’s new Financial Responsibility law which be­ 
comes operative July 1 calls for automatic suspension of 
drivers’ licenses for violation of its provisions, A. H. Hender­ 
son, director of Motor Vehicles, said today. 
Henderson will administer the 
law by which it is hoped to keep 
proven financially irresponsibile 
drivers off the highways. 
“The law is quite clear in re­ 
gard to such suspensions,” said 
Henderson. 
“It specifically say§ that the 
Department shall suspend the 
driver’s license of any resident or 
the California driving privilege 
of any non-resident who fails to 
report accidents in California as 
required. 


“ACCIDENTS 
involving 
in­ 
jury, death or damage in excess 
of $100 to the property of any 
one person must be 
reported 
within 10 days to the Department 
of Motor Vehicles in Sacramento, 
regardless of who. is to blame. 
“Automatic suspension also is 
provided in the case of any oper­ 
ator who fails to post security 
within 60 days of filing an acci-

A CHECK at the building of­ 
fice yesterday revealed that the 
fiscal year ending Ju n e 30 will 
set a record for building activity 
here in a tw elve-m onth period. 
As of yesterday, total building 
permit valuation for fiscal year 
was seven and a half m illion and 
with the expected perm its in the 
last 15 days of this m onth the 
total for the fiscal year will ap ­ 
proach $8,000,000, largest in the 
city’s history.
